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Judge Samuel N. Rowe was 
the eighth Probate Judge of Cof- 
fee County. The Rowe family 
emigrated from North Carolina 
coming first to Henry County 
during the early forties. His 
grandfather was,Thomas Rowe. 
Thomas Rowe's wife was from 
South Carolina. They had one 
son, Jesse M. Rowe, Thomas 
Rowe came to Henry County as 
an overseer of negro slaves and 
remained there until about the 
year of 1850, when he moved to 
Coffee County and during the 
edministration of Probate James 
Claxton, 

Thomas Rowe located about 
two miles east of Elba, buying 
from Hiram Lisenbia S% of NW 
% of Sec. 10, Tp, 5, R.20 in April 
of 1851. This was the Shadrack 
Mills homestead entry. He also 
purchased from Milberry Frank- 
lin, widow of Lanier W. Mills, 
the lower interest in W% of NE 
% of Sec, 10, and from Minerva 
ard Roberts A. Kelley their in- 
terest in the said land, this being 
the Washington Mills entry. 

Thomas Rowe entered 
the government W'% of SE% of 
Sec. 10, Tp. 5, R. 20, in 1856, mak- 
inv 240 acres, later known as the 
Hveh Windham place and now 
ovmed by Mrs. A. C. Brunson. 
This place lay near the old Elba- 
Clintonville public road running 
north of the New Brockton State 
hiehway. Thomas Rowe conti- 
nued to live here until after the 
Civil War, when he moved to 
Pike County, residing for a tim 
west of Troy and later removing 
to the State of Texas where he 
di-d at the rive old age of 85 
years. Thomas Rowe was a mis- 
sionary Bantist minister and was 
on of the founders of New Pro- 
vidoenee Church in 1857, being 
o-o of the trustees named in 
from Margarett Gillis to 
Thomas Rowe, William J. Spur- 
lin ond Elijah Faulkner for the 
Joeation of the church.

No Finished Product 
ean REAL thing about teaching 
is that you are dealing with 
people, young people, growing peo- 
ple. In every other line of business, 
whatever you turn out begins to 
depreciate almost as soon as it 
leaves the factory, 

It doesn’t take long for butter to 
get rancid, or bread stale. A cold- 
storage egg is a feeble imitation 
of a fresh one. A car that has 
changed hands once, even if it has 
run less than 1,000 miles, is already 
a ‘used’? car on its way to the 
junk-pile, 

But the products of the teach- 
er’s classroom are by no means 
“finished’’ products when they 
leave it, even if it is a finishing 
school. If the teacher’s work 
has been done well, the product 
will go on improving for years, 
instead of running down.

Three Aims 
ROFESSOR EZRA, of Babylon 
and Jerusalem, was one of his- 
tory’s most famous teachers, We 
note (Hzra 7:10) the same three 
aims in Ezra’s life that you would 
expect to find in all good teachers. 

First of all, he “prepared his 
heart’ to do what he did. The 
“heart” is the Bible expression for 
character, for life as a whole. No 
one can be a truly good teacher 
who has a bad character. 

Now Ezra prepared his heart to} 
do three things. The first was to} 
“seek the law of the Lord.” What | 
a teacher teaches may be as im- 
portant as who his pupils are; and 
Ezra’s ‘‘subject’’ was the law which | 
God had given his people—part of 


Ti a no 


ment. Nowadays this is called re- 
search, but a simple word for it is 
just study. A lazy teacher is a poor 
one. A good teacher will spend 
more time studying than any of the 
pupils do—and will learn more, 
too. In fact, the best way to learn 
anything, including the Bible, is to 
try to teach it for a while. 
Second, Ezra prepared his 
heart to do the law. The old 
sneer, “He who can, does; he 
who cannot, teaches,” is true of 
poor teachers, not of the good 
ones, Particularly not true of 

Bible teachers. The aim of Bible 

teaching, from Moses’ time till 

now, is always practical, ‘Truth 
is in order to goodness,” as the 

Presbyterians say. One who has 

not tried out the Bible ideals in 

daily living will never do for 

a Bible teacher, 

And third, Ezra set out to “teach 
in Israel.’’ Your research scholar 
may or may not make a good 
teacher. The good teacher is not 
bored by teaching as some research- 
ers are. He loves it. He is happiest 
at it.

PROFIT MOTIVE IS CONSERVATION INCENTIVE 


The detractors of American capitalism have done a pretty 
good job of tying into one synonoymous package the terms 
“capialism,” “exploitation” and “waste.” It has been claimed 
that the profit-seeking enterpriser, by the very nature of 
things, is compelled to exploit. This simply isn’t true, The 
ownership of property under the profit system by a nation 
of big and little capitalists, has brought maximum, efficient 
use of our natural resources as well as practical conserva- 
tion, Modern management in oil, timber, mining, agriculture 
and other industries is doing its utmost under the spur 
of competition to use vital reseurces as wisely as possible 
with an eye on the long-range future. Lands are being re- 
forested, specialists work constantly to achieve better crude 
oil production practices, and such minerals as are coal are 
mined and used with technological thoroughness and care. 

The greatest danger to American resources may arise 
from the political cry that profit is evil. For example, a 
Texas newspaper quoted a West Virginia coal man who de- 


plores what he feels is waste 


of one of Texas’ most impor- 


tant products—natural gas—because of a too low price. 
He added that he had “seen some of the finest coal fields in 
America dissipated and wasted without substantial profit 
to the owners. . . .Forests can grow back, but coal, petro- 
Jeum and natural gas will not grow back.” 

The profit motive and‘a sense of proprietorship work to 
conserve in a practical way, while at the same time striving 
to meet consumer ‘demand in a competitive free market at 
fair prices. This is a virtue of the capitalistic system that 


has been greatly underestimated.
